day by an official, in 'constant and 
close 'touch with the Italian situa- 
tion, who 'added Gen. Dwight D. 
Eisenhower already is negotiating 
with the Badoglio government as a 
co-belligerent — with the approval 
of the American, British and Rus- 
sian governments.

An Eastern Canadian Port, Oct. 


I —(/P) —German submarines have 
returned to the baltle of the Allan- 
tic with a new type of torpedo — 
deadly and efficient — declared 
more than 100 survivors of sunken 
Allied merchant vessels who were 
landed here earlier this week. 


They were victims of the first big 


Nazi U-boat atlack 
reported 
in 


North Atlantic waters for 
nearly 


four months. Included were Ameri- 
can, British and Norwegian sea- 
men and a lone stowaway — an 
18-year-old Negro girl from a boat- 
swain, also a Negro, had hoped to 
smuggle into the United States. 


The seamen told of stabbing at- 


tacks by Nazi "wolf packs," and of 
a pitched battle between the under- 
sea raiders and Allied naval and 
air units thai continued three days. 


This was the same battle in 


which the Canadian deslroyer St. 
Croix was lost with 146 of her 147- 
men crew, and probably the one in 
vhich the U-boat sufaced to slug- 
t out with long-range

liberator bombers. 
The survivors included about 40 


Negroes from an American ship.

I —(/P) —German submarines have 
returned to the baltle of the Allan- 
tic with a new type of torpedo — 
deadly and efficient — declared 
more than 100 survivors of sunken 
Allied merchant vessels who were 
landed here earlier this week. 


They were victims of the first big 


Nazi U-boat atlack

in 


North Atlantic waters for 
nearly 


four months. Included were Ameri- 
can, British and Norwegian sea- 
men and a lone stowaway — an 
18-year-old Negro girl from a boat- 
swain, also a Negro, had hoped to 
smuggle into the United States. 


The seamen told of stabbing at- 


tacks by Nazi "wolf packs," and of 
a pitched battle between the under- 
sea raiders and Allied naval and 
air units thai continued three days. 


This was the same battle in 


which the Canadian deslroyer St. 
Croix was lost with 146 of her 147- 
men crew, and probably the one in 
vhich the U-boat sufaced to slug-
